If the pipes 
were filled with water and both ends 
sealed, the water would be a dead 
weight and weigh down the ship. Capt.

following bylaw was passed; 

"Whereas it is expedient that a por- 
tion of the road known as the Craig- 
flower road should be stopped up and 
streets used in place thereof; 

'•Re it therefore enacted by the muni- 
cipal council of the corporation of tho 
city of Victoria, as follows: 

•'■1 The bvlaw numbered 183 nnd 
known as 'A bvlaw to stop up a por- 
tion of the Craigllower road' which wn« 
reconsidered adopted and finally passed 
bv the council on the 28th December, 
1S02, is hereby wholly repealed. 

"2 So much of the Crnigfiowcr rond 
as r"unr. through blocks X and P. Victoria 
West being a portion of section .U hs- 
quimnlt district, is hereby stopped up 
and closed to public tratbc, and Cf'''>"; 
inc street, Langford street, and Russell 
street are substituted therefor. 

"3 This bylaw may be cited as the 
'Craigflower Road Closing Bylaw.' " 

"Passed the municipal council on the 
3rd day of July, 1899.

An appeal was taken against this by- 
law before Mr. Justice Drake, and he 
gave a judgment quashing it. _ On a 
further appeal to th" Full court Ins judg- 
ment was reversed nnd the decision 
given that the city had full power to 
close or open any street at will, but at 
all times assumed certain liabilities.

There are half a dozen cigar terms 
thus misused by the average smoker. 
And there are several times as many 
words of the same sort whose mean- 
ing he is utterly unable to fathom. What 
native, corn fed smoker, for instance, 
knows the difference between a penotehi 
and a Beina Victoria? And how many 
know whether there is a real difference 
betiween a madiiro and an oseuroV Yet, 
all of these terms are the common pro- 
perty of eigarmakers all over the world. 
IHiku many cigar brand names they are 
of a Spanish origin, but the wanderings, 
..f Havana tobacco and Cuban eignrss 
have taken them into all countries, and 
all languages. 

Tho word perfocto is 1 a term indicating 
a certain sbajie in cigars. A pcrfecto is a 
make having what is generally called tho 
"cigar shape'" — that is lo say, it is swel- 
led near me end which is lighted, ami 
tapers down gradually to the point, or 
head. The end of a cigar which a smok- 
er puis into his mouth is- known among 
eigarmakers as the head. The oilier end 
itliai which is lighted) is called the 
nick. When, as often happens, in per- 
iod ., the tuck is very small, il is culled 
a needle nick or a feather I nek. Alt 
others follow these lines more or less 
closely. 

A thin, straight cigar, with littlemoro 
thickness in the middle than at the tuck, 
:s called a penetela. The average pen- 
it obi is slightly longer than a perfocto, 
though the matter of size has nothing 
to do with the shape. Penetelns are es- 
teemed because they burn more regular- 
ly and ue usually better, because moTO 
ca-eh made The virtue of the perfeeto 
is that its smaller tuck lights moro 
readily, and its more n.rtistie curves give 
it greater beauty. 

A londres is u sort of cross between 
i ho perfeeto urn! the penetelu. It is a 
perfeeto fr un the head to the thickest, 
part, and from there on to the tuck it 
is betwixt, and between. Usually tlie. 
slope from the thickest part to tin- tuck 
has a gradual curve. The tuck, as a 
rule, h- as large as that of the penetela. 

A partegas is a cigar shaped much 
like a londres, except that the slope from, 
the thickest part to the bend is usually 
not so rounded. It is a shape not now 
as fashionable as it used to be, ami. 
even when cigars are genuine partegas 
the box is seldom stamped with the 
ma me. 

A conchas is a small blunt cigar. As 
a rule it is a very satisfactory smoke,, 
and usually it busts as long as a perfeeto. 
'['his is becsiuse the thin tm-l; of the lat- 
ter burns down rapidly. The opera is a 
very small cigar of any standard shape. 
It derives its name from the fact that it. 
is design,.,! for a short smoke between 
the U'ts and very often il is called an 
elitr'uet. The brevas is a large, clumsy 
cigar, good for an hour's pulling. The 
largest size ol' al! is the Napoleon, t-'onie- 
t.in "s Havana Naioleons are six or seven 
inches in length. The blacker ones are 
positively terrifying. 

The hotter grades of cigars are usually 
made in several shapes and sizes. Tho 
label i- the saline on all of the Sizes and 
shapes. I, m on th.- front of the box the 
name of the shape is stamped. 

On one end of each box of cigars will 
be noted ntiotlier word. Sometimes it is 
Colorado, sometimes it is Claro and at 
other limes il is Maduro. This indicates 
the color of the cigars within or as unin- 
formed winokers say. the "strength." The 
lightest of ail cigars 
brown.
